May 3.— (Spe­ 
cia l)— Citizens, legislators and t two 
senatorial candidates united in an 
endorsem ent of the bill to create a 
waterways commissioner to investi­ 
gate m ethods 
of 
navigation, in a 
hearing before the joint committee 
Ion state affairs of the senate and as­ 
sembly yesterday afternoon. 
This 
bill seeks to obtain an appropriation 
of $10,000 from the state for inves­ 
tigating methods of utilizing the Mis­ 
sissippi river. 
It was one of the larg­ 
est hearings of the sesion and not a 
word of opposition was uttered. 
Owens Introduces It 
Senator Owen, who introduced the 
bill in the senate, opened the discus­ 
sion. 
He spoke of what great bene­ 
fits might be derived from this small 
appropriation and said the day had 
come to utilize the rivers of the 
country. 
Esch's Powerful Plea 
Congressman J. J. Esch believed 
such a bill should be passed. 
He said 
the information gained from the in­ 
vestigation carried on by the state 
committee would be of great assist­ 
ance to the comm ittee appointed by 
President Roosevelt to 
investigate 
river transportation. 
He declared if 
Wisconsin wanted to get recognition 
from the national committee it m ust 
show an interest in the improvement 
of the waterways and this could be 
bc>st done at this time by the pass­ 
ing of this bill. 
lx*nroot a Triphammer 
Form er Speaker I. L. Lenroot of 
Superior, a senatorial candidate, said 
the information gathered by 
this 
comm ittee would be well worth the 
expenditure by the state. He declared 
the data gathered would be of great 
value in a s sis tin g 'the national gov­ 
ernm ent. 
Incidentally he re fe rre d ! 
to the project of sometime deepening 
the St. Croix river so th at Superior 
would get a still greater benefit than 
it would derive if the river cable 
system 
was only employed to St. 
Paul. 
Ex-Gove rn or Pound Approves 
Form er 
Lieut. 
Gov. 
Thaddeus 
Pound of Chippewa Falls said t h a t 1 
Wisconsin should take an active in 
terest in this bill. 
W ithin a few 
years he declared the people would 
see the need of such a system. 
He 
spoke about his career in congress 
and told how he favored legislation 
for the improvement of rivers, uti- • 
lizing their power and m aking them 
navigable. 
Kuntz a Practical Man 
William F. Kuntz, of the political 
science departm ent of the university, 
who has si>ent four years in study­ 
ing the question si>oke in favor of the 
bill. 
He reviewed the growth of the 
cable system for operating boats on 
rivers in Germany. 
He declared that 
this system had proven entirely feas­ 
ible in competing with railroads and 
was especially used in carrying coal 
and iron and bulkier m aterials th at 
cannot pay a high freight rate. 
He 
said that Leslie M. Shaw, secretary of 
the federal treasury, recently in .Mad­ 
ison. favored some method of im­ 
proving navigation on the Mississippi 
river. 
He said such a scheme was 
entirely in harmony and must come 
with the opening of the 
Panam a 
canal. 
Miller Is Heard 
Dr. T. H. Miller said Wisconsin 
had not forgotten the hard struggle 
I w ith the railroads and said the sub­ 
ject was not entirely settled as yet 
to depend upon the railroads for 
complete service. 
H said coal and 
iron would especially l>e shipped un­ 
der the cable system and the two 
could be laid down in La Crosse and 
St. Paul for less than 60 cents a ton 
for carria |e . 
Reid Outlines Case 
Judge Reid of the La Crosse board 
of trade, spoke for the bill which 
was practically inspired by him. 
He 
said it would mean a revolution to 
traffic in the Mississippi valley. 
He 
declared that every pound of water 
that went down hill should be u ti­ 
lized.. 
The scheme suggested had 
proven entirely feasible and service­ 
able in European countries and it 
should be tried here. 
Hearing WtHinesday 
The bill will be given a hearing 
before the senate committee on state 
affairs next 
Wednesday 
afternoon. 
Judge Reid has made an appointm ent 
to appear for the bill at th at time. 
Coojier About 
Congressman Cooper was unable 
to be present at the hearing yester­ 
day afternoon, but expects to appear 
for the bill next wek. 
He is a mem* 
lier of the comm ittee on rivers and 
harbors of the house and his word 
will have great weight with the com­ 
mittee.

TRIAL STIRS UP HOT BLOOD 


Freight Trains Hits Obstruction That 
Is Intended for Passenger— Death 
to Many Is Averted 


Haywood Will Face Court and Jury

RACINE, Wig., May 3.— Two men 
suspected of having placed ties on the 
Northwestern track at Lakeside, a 
suburb of this city, Wednesday night, 
which nearly caused the wreck of the 
fast 
southbound 
passenger 
train 
which leaves Milwaukee for Chicago 
at 9:30 p. rn., were arrested this aft­ 
ernoon in a ravine south of the city. 
At the jail they gave their names as 
Joseph J. Riley, formerly of Milwau­ 
kee. and James Cavanaugh of Bur­ 
lington. O. 
Only the fact that a special freight 
train was sent out ahead of the pas­ 
senger prevented a serious disaster. 
The freight struck a tie tightly wedg­ 
ed between the rails. 
The train which escaped was heavi­ 
ly loaded, all the coaches being filled 
with passengers when it left Milwau­ 
kee at 9 o’clock last night . At the 
last moment a congestion of freight 
in the yards compelled the dispatch­ 
ing of an extra, w'hich was sent out 
just ahead of the passenger’s time. 
I he freight consisted of an engine 
and thirty-five cars. 
It hit the ob­ 
struction while 
running 
at 
slow 
speed. 
The engine wa derailed and 
some of the cars damaged. 


BOISE, Idaho, May 3.— In view of 
the Haywood trial, which is almost 
sure to be begun next Thursday, this 
city feels itself to be the storm cen­ 
ter of the nation, feels that it is sit­ 
ting over a mine. 
Letters that threaten every form 
of violence are pouring into Boise 
from all over the country by hun­ 
dreds and most of them are directed 
to Governor Frank R. Gooding, who 
is largely made to bear the brunt of 
all that this celebrated case invites. 
Detectives, police and friends of the 
governor generally are constantly on 
the alert to block the blow and at 
the insistence of family and friends 
he has finally and under protest al­ 
tered the routine movements of his 
life and work at least to a point of­ 
fering the least exposure compatible 
with the performance 
of his duty. 
Governor Gooding may be in no dan­ 
ger from any source, but he and his 
friends live every hour in the chill 
atmosphere of fear and to them tho 
tragedy is ever real. 
Think Orchard Is Marked. 
Another man similarly marked, in 
the belief of many men. is Harry Or­ 
chard, alleged to be the assassin hired 
by the three prisoners whose alleged 
confessions are 
the 
basis 
of the 
state's case. Perfectly reasonable men 
here look at the high witness chair 
in the county court house, shake their 
heads seriously and say that Harry 
Orchard will die in it. 
They say, 
too, that if he were turned out of 
prison tomorrow his body would be 
found within a week. 
The same 
apprehension 
offers a 
difficulty from the standpoint of the 
prosecution in securing a jury. 
In few minds is there belief that 
Haywood. Mover and Pettibone, their 
friends or men affiliated with them 
in labor union circles would approve, 
much less encourage, any act of viol­ 
ence at this time, because such act, 
it is believed, would be a fatal error. 
Rut thoro is a general fear that from 
the ranks of the violent radicals there 
may come a man or men desperate

that the agitation may give sinister 
[suggestion and inspiration to some 
[Crank or irresponsible person. 
Counsel Ready for Trial. 
Counsel for prosecution 
and de­ 
fense in the Steunenherg m urder case

for believing that the trial of 
William Haywood, first of the accus­ 
ed, will he commenced on Thursday 
next. 
Various reports as to moves
